Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference characters "46", "48", "56" and "58" have each been used to 
designate two different elements in figures 3 and 4. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended.

The application lacks section headings, the examiner requests section headings 
be placed in the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 5, 6, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 3, 1 4, 1 5, 1 7, 1 9, and 20 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In regards to claim 5, the Examiner cannot discern the metes and bounds of the 
phrase "substantially a same bandwidth as the first signal" because the term 
"substantially" is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term 
"substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard 
for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 
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In regards to claim 6, applicant claims "[a] control unit configured to be ... 
wherein said control unit is arranged to . . .". The claim lacks a transitional 
statement/phrase, and recites no structure because it contains only functional language. 
As to the former MPEP 21 1 1 .03 explains that transitional phrases "comprising", and/or 
"consisting of define the scope of a claim with respect to what unrecited additional 
components or steps, if any, are excluded from the scope of the claim. Without a 
transitional phrase, the Examiner cannot determine the scope of the claim because it is 
unclear whether open or closed claim language is intended. For the reasons provided 
the claim is indefinite and the Examiner in unable to apply prior art. All claims 
dependent on claim 6 are rejected as being dependent on a rejected claim because 
they also lack structure and merely recite intended use/functional language. 

In regards to claim 12, the Applicant claims that a "dedicated wake-up sequence 
includes turning on of an RF-link that is otherwise always in an off-state." It is unclear to 
the Examiner whether in a case where two separate dedicated wake-up sequences 
overlap or are initiated close together, the RF link would already be on, thus making it 
untrue that the RF-link is otherwise always in an off-state. 

In regards to claim 14, the Examiner cannot discern the metes and bounds of the 
phrase "a substantially 29.5 Hz continuous wave and 22.5 Hz on-off keyed signal" 
because the term "substantially" is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
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The term "substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

In regards to claim 15, the Examiner cannot discern the metes and bounds of the 
phrase "a substantially 129.5 Hz continuous wave and 122.5 Hz on-off keyed signal." 
because the term "substantially" is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

In regards to claim 17, the Applicant claims that a "dedicated wake-up sequence 
includes turning on of an RF-link that is otherwise always in an off-state." It is unclear to 
the Examiner whether in a case where two separate dedicated wake-up sequences 
overlap or are initiated close together, the RF link would already be on, thus making it 
untrue that the RF-link is otherwise always in an off-state. 

In regards to claim 19, the Examiner cannot discern the metes and bounds of the 
phrase "a substantially 29.5 Hz continuous wave and 22.5 Hz on-off keyed signal" 
because the term "substantially" is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
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standard for ascertaining tlie requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

In regards to claim 20, the Examiner cannot discern the metes and bounds of the 
phrase "a substantially 129.5 Hz continuous wave and 122.5 Hz on-off keyed signal" 
because the term "substantially" is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "substantially" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 4, 16, 18 and 21 are allowed. 

Claims 5-15, 17, 19, and 20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed on October 30, 2007 and January 18, 2008 have 
been fully considered. 
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Examiner Suggestions 

In regards to claims 1 and 21 , and based on the telephone interviews with 
Applicant's Representative Gregory L. Thorne on March 25, 2008 and March 27, 2008, 
Examiner suggests that the application be amended as follows: 

In claim 1, lines 5-6, delete "wherein said system comprises"; and 

In claim 21, line 8, add "selectively" between "configured to be" and "actuated". 

In claim 21 , line 1 1 , add "superimposed on the first signal" between "signal to the 
sensor" and ", said signal processing unit".
